Members of the executive and 
legislative branches of the ASSSC 
are giving active support to Prop- 
osition 2, the Higher Education 
Construction Program Bond Act 
of 1966. 

This measure would authorize 
a bond issue of $230 million for 
state college and university 
major building construction and 
for equipment and site acquisi- 
tion. 

SSC would receive $7.3 mil- 
lion from these funds, which 
would be used to build a new 
education building, remodel the 
Music-Speech building, and pro- 
vide physical education facilities 
at the sight of the new stadium.

Await Election Today

Proposition 11 — BOXING 
AND WRESTLING CONTESTS 
This proposal would take out of 

the Constitution Paragraph l, Sec. 
25.7, Art. IV, of the Boxing and 
Wrestling Initiative Act of 1924 
and would permit the Legislature 
to ‘‘amend, revise, or supplement 
the present boxing and wrestling 
initiative act, if Proposition 1-a 
is passed,”’ 

If passed, this would give the 
Legislature tLe power to amend 
the 1924 initiative and enable it 
to put its provisions in the Busi- 
ness and Professions Code. 

Supervisors now serve as 
boards of equalization when eval- 
uating taxable property in their 
counties, There has been no State 
property tax since 1914; only 
city, county, and districts assess 
property for tax purposes. 

If passed, this proposition 
would change the name of county 
“tax appeals boards’’ to ‘‘as- 
sessment appeals boards’’ and 
authorize the board of super- 
visors of each county, regard- 
less of population, to create such 
a board, 

The supervisors would then 
be allowed, without further leg- 
islative authorization, to fix the 
salaries of the board members, 
set place and procedure for meet- 
ings, and make rules for handling 
equalization petitions, 

Proposition 13 — PROPERTY 
TAX STATEMENT 

Under the present Constitu- 
tion, a taxpayer must make an 
annual statement of his real and 


personal property to the county 
assessor, If proposition 13 is 
passed the Legislature will not 
have to enact such a law. ‘‘Most 
counties do not ask for this state- 
ment, San Francisco is the major 
place calling for such state- 
ments,”’ 

“Under this amendment the 
lien date need not be the first 
Monday in March when one be- 
comes liable for assessments 
for the following year.”’ 

« Proposition 14 —PERSONAL 
INCOME TAXES 

A taxpayer today must figure 
his State personal income tax 
and his Federal income tax sep- 
arately, A recent bill to allow the 
taxpayer to base his State tax 
upon his Federal income tax re- 
turn failed, Such a bill, it was 
said, ‘‘would give Congress undue 
legislative power over State 
taxes,”” 

“‘The measure would specifi- 
cally permit the inclusion of a 
reference to the amount of any 
federal tax on, in respect to, or 
measure by, personal income 
which is computed under any pro- 
vision of federal law, This would 
permit the amount of income tax 
computed under federal law tobe 
used in reporting and collecting 
California Personal income 
taxes,” 

Proposition 15 —ELIGIBILITY 
TO VOTE 

California voters can now be 
required to take an English 
reading test, The test is usually 
taken from a section in the Con- 
stitution and it is only given if 
someone doubts whether the voter 
can read English, 

Citizens who were 60 years or 
older, were required, as of Octo- 
ber 10, 1911, and who had lived 
in this country for 20 years or 
more, to vote without taking the

m in SSC Elections Code 


Changes in the ASSSC Election 
Code were approved by the Board 
of Directors at their meeting last 
week. 

Elections coordinator Orrin 

Everhart and his elections board 
made the following modifications 
in the code: 
+ Nominations for all offices 
will still be made by application 
and petition. However, the mini- 
mum number of petition signa- 
tures now needed will be one 
per cent of the candidate’s po- 
tential constituents, except in no 
case will there be less than ten 
signatures for any office. The 
number of potential constituents 
will be based on the latest figures 
available from the Registrar’s 
office. 

For example, 5,000 women 
would necessitate 50 signatures 
won the petition for women’s re- 
presentative, while 800 people in 
Divsion A would require ten sign- 
atures on the petition for Division 
A representative. 

Previously, 50 signatures 
were required for Presidential 
and Vice-Presidential petitions 
and ten for all other offices. 

Another section of the code has 
been clarified to include who 
compiles the ASSSC constitution 
test, what score is passing and 
how many times it can be taken, 
‘ The code now reads that this 
written constitution test shall be 
compiled by three members of 
the Board of Directors, as re- 
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quired by statute 208, The elec- 
tions coordinator must adminis- 
ter the test himsel?. 

All candidates must pass this 
test at least one week prior to 
the election, according tothe new 
code. A passing grade is 70 per 
cent or better. If a candidate 
does not pass the first time, a 
second (final) exam will be given. 

According to an addition to the 
code, winning write-in candidates 
must also pass this exam in order 
to be declared elected. The test, 


including a second one if neces~- 
sary, will be administered at a 
time set by the coordinator, as 
soon after election day as pos 
sible, 

Another major change in the 
code has made donations of 
material a part of candidates’ 
expenditures; previously they 
were not, The maximum expen- 
ditures for the offices of Presi- 
ent, Vice President, Men’s and 
Women’s representatives and 
Board of Finance candidates has 
been raised from $35.00 to $50.00 

Candidates for divisional and 
undeclared majors’ representa- 
tives may now spend up to $30.00. 
The maximum for these offices 
was previously $25.00. 

An entire new section has been 
added to the code, which outlines 
the procedures for invalidating an 
election or disqualifying a candi- 
date; the procedures are as 
follows: 

The elections board shall set a 
hearing for all interested parties 
within five calendar days of the 
election. 

If the Elections Board votes to 
invalidate the election or dis- 
qualify a candidate, this decision 
is subject to approval of the 
Raard of Directors. 

If the President approves the 
action of .the elections board 
board, the interested parties may 
appeal to the Board of Justice. 

If an election is invalidated the 
elections board shall take imme- 
diate steps to call anew election. 
No further applications will be 
received. 

According to the mew code, if 
a winning candidate is disqualifi- 
ed the candidates receiving the 
second highest number of votes 
shall be declared elected, pro- 


viding he received at least ten 
per cent of the votes cast for 
that office. 

If the disqualified candidate 
has no opposition, additional ap- 
plications for the office will be 
accepted for seven calendar days 
after the official disqualification. 

The new code adds that no 
branch of the ASSSC shall, act- 
ing alone, be empowered to veto, 
abrogate or suspend the results 
of any election held under au- 
spices of the ASSSC, 


The BOD also approved a bill 
which states that ASSSC socie- 
ties, clubs, college-approved 
housing units and similar or- 
ganized student groups may, with 
the approval of the BOD, estab- 
lish judiciaries to hear cases 
which involve their own members 
and rules. These judiciaries may 
be established under the following 
conditions. 

(1) that members of the jud- 
iciaries shall be chosen in a 
manner determined by the re- 
spective organization which they 
shall serve. 

(2) that rules of procedure of 
the judiciaries shall be deter- 
mined by the respective organ- 
izations which the judiciaries 


shall serve, The judiciary 
shall adopt no rules of 
procedure which would deprive a 
person of the procedural due pro- 
cess which he would enjoy were 
he to be tried by the BOJ, 

(3) that written records shall 
be kept of all cases tried by the 
organizational judiciaries. 

(4) that students or groups who 
have been ordered to be subjected 
to discipline by any of the organi- 
zational judiciaries and who be- 
lieves they have been denied due 
process may appeal the decision 
to the BOJ and the BOJA for 
procedural review. 

Students shall be informed at 
the time of their original hear- 
ings of their right of appeal. 

(5) that in cases where the 
rules of an organization overlap 
ASSSC policy, the BOJ shall have 
jurisdiction; however, the BOJ 
may refer such cases to the 
organizational judiciary. A head 
of an organization having a judic- 
iary shall notify the BOJ of all 
cases in which he believes there 
is a reasonable question of jur- 
disdiction, before the case is pro- 
secuted by his organization’ s jud- 
iciary. All questions of jurisdic- 
tion shall of decided by the BOJ,

SSC took over and retained 
possession until just before the 
final gun, thanks to a clutch 12- 
yard burst by Al Nicholas on a 
third-and-11 situation with 1:20 
left. When S.F. did get the ball, 
there were just six seconds to 
play and Toledo’s long pass went 
awry on the last play.

Jones fumbled and SF took 
over on the Hornet seven, Two 
plays later, Randy Ketlinski hit 
Pollock with an eight-yard toss 
for an apparent score, but the 
Gators were socked five yards 
for illegal procedure, So Brian 
kicked a field goal from the 20 
for a 917 Gator halftime lead.

The only other time the Hornets have ever accomplished 
this feat was two years ago. That was the year that the Green and 
Gold took it all in the Far Western Conference grid race. 


That was alco the year the SSC played in the Camellia Bowl, 
losing to Montana State’s Bobcats 28-7 at Hughes Stadium, 


By virtue of their narrow 10-9 win over San Francisco State’s 
Golden Gators Saturday, the Hornets took over sole possession of 
first place in the FWC for the first time since the end of the 64 
campaign. 


As early as the middle of October in 1964, SSC football fans 
were beginning to let terms such as ‘‘Camellia Bowl”’ slip into their 
vocabulary as the powerful Hornets fought to their first FWC foot- 
ball championship. 


THINGS ARE DIFFERENT 


Things are different this year, though, Sure the Hornets have 
won six straight, Sure, they’re in a good position to win their second 
football flag in three years, But, this year there’s no talk of getting 
back into the Camellia Bowl, 

Why? 

Aztecs .. . San Diego State variety, that is, 

San Diego has to be the pick for this year’s Western Region- 
al NCAA College Division football championships. The Aztecs ruined 
North Dakota State, the nation’s number one college team prior to 
the contest, 36-0 down in Balboa Stadium Saturday, San Diego also 
boasts a win over San Jose State, the same team that has beaten 
Stanford this year, 


San Diego’s probable opponent December 10 will be the Uni- 
versity of Montana, which is also rated high among the top ten 
college teams in the country. 

It’s pretty tough to crack a lineup like that! 


NOT EVEN MENTIONED 
Sacramento State isn’t even mentioned in the national ratings, 
despite the fact that the Green and Gold have one of the finest de- 
fensive units anywhere, 


Unless the Aztecs are offered (and accept) another bow! bid 
besides the Camellia, flowers just don’t seem to be in the Hornets’ 
future, 


Just the same, some interesting comparisons can be made 
between this vear’s squad and the ’64 FWC champions, 

Despite the fact that this year’s defense is one of the nation’s 
finest among colleges, the ’66 Hornets have given up many more 
points than did the ’64 squad. 


ONLY 56 POINTS 
In ten games, the ’64 team gave up only 56 total points, while 
scoring 206, This year, the Hornets have given up 94 points in only 
eight contests, and have scored only 152, 


The 1964 FWC champs had five shoutouts, beating Whittier 
3-0, Santa Clara 14-0, Nevada 38-0, Humboldt 6-0, and the Aggies 
27-0. San Francisco State got more points against SSC than any= 
body else that year, fighting to a 20-20 tie with the Hornets that put 
an end to the Green and Gold’s record win streak in the final league 
game of the year. 


This year’s Hornets have scored only one shutout victory, 
17-0 over Humboldt State’s hapless Lumberjacks, 

Comparing the winning Strings, the ’64 Hornets outscored 
their opponents 154-18 in six games, while the current squad has 
a 140-63 advantage in its six game series, 


TWO MORE CONTESTS 
The Hornets still have two more opponents to get past this year 
before the FWC flag flies over SSC, and that chore may not be too 
easy. 


Saturday, the Green and Gold will travel to Reno. If the Hornets 
can bi‘ the jackpot against the Wolfpack, they’ll be in like Flynn in 
the FWC pennant race, But should SSC fall to Nevada, the conference 
would be \.:rown into a three-way tie for the top spot. 


And there wouldn’t be much hope of breaking that tie, with the 
Hornets, Nevada, and San Francisco all scheduled to finish the sea- 
son finale, while the Gators will host UCD and Nevada will greet 
Humboldt, 


Nevada is always tough on its home field, The wolfpack boasts 
a win over the University of California at Santa Barbara 33-17 
up there on the other side of the border, Santa Barbara crus! 2d SSC 
24-9 in the season opener for both clubs, 

Saturday has to be do or die for the Hornets, 

We hope they’ll do!

Brown Running 
For Third Term 


Reagan Hopes To 
Unseat Opponent

Only one man, Chief Justice 
Earl Warren has ever won three 
terms as governor. Edmund G, 
‘‘Pat” Brown is struggling for his 
third. Recent polls showed him 
running neck and neck with his 
opponent Ronald Reagan, ‘‘Rea 
gan’s an awfully nice fellow, 
very likeable,’ said Governor 
Brown early in his campaign, 
‘but for the life of me, I can’t 
see where he is in the least 
bit qualified to be governor.” 

Brown obtained his bachelor 
of law degree from San Fran- 
cisco College of Law in 1927, 
after four years of night classes. 
He passed his California State 
Bar examination the year he 
graduated at age 22. He worked 
in the law office of Milton Schmitt, 
a blind lawyer. When Schmitt 
died Brown took over lis prac- 
tice of trial work, small cor- 
poration, labor law and divorces. 

Orginally a Republican, 4e 
changed his registration to Dem- 
ocratic in 1934, “I admired Roos- 
evelt and what he was doing,’ 
was his reason, 

In 1943 he was elected Dis- 
trict Attorney of San Francisco, 
He was faced with the problems 
of the war time city. He work- 
ed on the problems of juvenile 
delinquency, racial tensions and 
crime, He pushed through a ju- 
venile crime prevention program 
which combined efforts of sev- 
eral city agencies and helped to 
organize business support for a 
program to send underprivileged 
boys to summer camps, 

During his eight years as at- 
torney general he headed one of 
the largest law offices in the 
United States, He established 
closer cooperation with district 
attorneys and peace officers in 
California’s 58 counties. He 
sponsored a program for im- 
proved police standards and jail 
practices and for uniform, vigor- 
ous law enforcement. 

An investigation, launched by 
Brown, of alleged favoritism and 
lucrative corruption in liquor 
license issuance resulted in re- 
vocation of 30 liceses; convict- 
ions of 12 offenders, including 
a high state official and two 
State assemblymen; and a con- 
Stitutional amendment setting up 
a new Alcoholic Beverage Con- 
trol Board, 

Brown instigated legislation on 
many fronts, including a tax 
increase which balanced the bud- 
get, and kept it in balance through 
mid-1961 despite rising welfare 
costs and decreasing revenues of 
business slump. 

First priority in Brown’s pro- 
gram was implementing Califor- 
nia’s Water Development System, 
which had been 10 years in plan- 
ning but was blocked by North- 
South rivalries in the Legisla- 
ture. 

Brown effected compromise 
which resulted in placing a one 
and three fourths billion dollar 
bond issue before voters in 1960. 
The bond issue was carried and 
with these funds the state em- 
barked on a 20-year program to 
build flood control dams in the 
north and 655 miles of aque- 
ducts to divert millions of acre- 
feet of water, which now flow to 
sea through the Golden Gate, to 
farms, homes and industry in cen- 
tral and southern California, 

Plans for balancing the growth 
of California’s mushrooming 
higher education facilities was 
worked out during Brown’s ad- 
ministration. The roles of the 
University of California, State 
Colleges and Junior Col- 
leges were carefully defined to 
assure quality of education and 
economy of operation. 


Ronald Reagan, a former 
Democrat, born in Tampico, Il- 
linois in 1911, has been around 
California for 30 years, 


Reagan came to California 
when he switched from announ- 
cing the Chicago Cub games for 
Central Broadcasting Company 
to being cast as a radio an- 
nouncer in ‘‘Love Is On the 
Air.”’ 


Working his was through Eu- 
reka College as a lifeguard, Rea- 
gan obtained his A,B, degree in 
1932, 


In 1937 he began his acting 
career which has led to his ap- 
pearance in over 50 Hollywood 
featured films. The Screen Ac- 
tors Guild in 1947 made him its 
president, a post he held for 
six terms and he continued as 
a member of the board for 14 
years, 


Reagan’s occupational back- 
ground is one of variety and 
interest, Not only does he have 
50 motion pictures to his credit, 
but for eight years he wasplayer 
and production supervisor for 
General Electric Theatre, During 
World War II he served as a 
Second Lieutenant in the U.S, 
Cavalry. Presently he operates 
a horse breeding and cattle ranch, 
and is a member of the board of 
directors of The International 
Holding Company and Coastal 
Life Insurance Comapny. 


Years ago the Democratic 
Party wanted Reagan to run for 
Congress, but interest was lost 
when he began roaming the 
lecture circuits speaking on con- 
troversial topics. In 1962, before 
settling on Nixon, the Republicans 
asked Reagan to run for Califor- 
nia Governor. 


When asked what he would do 
if he loses the present election he 
said, ‘‘I guess Ill just have to see 
what the market is like in the pic- 
ture and television business, 
Guess I’ll pursue my career as 
if nothing happened.,’’ 


The following capsule sum- 
maries detail Ronald Reagan’s 
opinions on some of California’s 
present problems: 


On industry he says that we 
must strive to build an attrac- 
tive industrial climate that will 
create more jobs; tiis can be 
made possible only by an admin- 
istration in Sacramento that has 
faith in a free economy and pri- 
vate enterprise, 


Aid should clearly be aimed 
at restoring self sufficiency, he 
says of welfare, ‘‘A creative 
society mobilizing the business 
and industrial community to pin- 
point who is unemployed, where 
and why and then how to make 
a place for them in our pro- 
ductive free economy can fight 
a war on poverty 1,000 times 
more effectively than govern- 
ment,”’ 


“Our educational system 
should be the best in the nation, 
but today its higher echelons are 
in danger of being destroyed by 
an anarchistic minority, Our uni- 
versity administrators must be 
responsive to our demands to en- 
force a code of decency, common 
sense and dedication to the high 
and noble educative purpose of a 
univer sity.’’ 


“There is no problem,” says 
Reagan, “‘we cannot solve by a 
cooperative effort using govern- 
ment and the full creative talent 
of all our people,’’

Bans Obscenity and sources ob- 
tained from ‘‘Amendments to the 
Constitution,” compiled by 
George Murphy, Legislative 
Council, distributed by Frank 
M. Jordan, Secretary of State 
and the Womens League of Vot- 
ers.) 


Proposition 16: DECLARES 
STATE POLICY ISTO PROHIBIT 
OBSCENE MATTER AND CON- 
DUCT. 

For material to be found ob- 
scene by the courts, it has to be 
“utterly without redeeming social 
importance,”’ The proposers of 
this proposition feel that it would 
be difficult to convict anyone of 
obscenity by such standards, 

The proposal would provide 
that in determining whether mat- 
ter is obscene, the determina- 
tion shall be made not with ref- 
erence to its effect on the aver- 
age person, but with reference 
to a specially susceptible aud- 
ience to which it is distributed, 

It would eliminate reference to 
“social importance’’ in defining 
obscenity, It would make the jur- 
ors the sole judge of the com- 
munity’s ‘‘common conscience.”’ 
and it would make it a crime for 
a seller, usually a wholesaler, 
‘‘knowingly to make the buyer 
receive material which the buyer 
believes to be obscene.’’ 

The proposition would call for 
two rulings: the first would de- 
termine whether the material 
itself is obscene, and the second 
whether the accused is guilty of 
obscenity, It permits a person to 
go into a court of law and force 
a prosecutor to start action 
against alleged obscene material. 
‘‘Law enforcement officers could 
seize the material, and a court 
must decide at once whether it 
is in fact and in law obscene,’’ 

ARGUMENTS FOR 

This measure would effectiv- 
ely strengthen the law of ob- 
scenity. The seat of authority 
would be the local community. 
It would give local peace offi- 
cers, the jury and the court the 
power, now lacking, to control 
the flood of filth which is en- 
gulfing California. 

District attorneys have not 
initiated many prosecutions of 
smut peddlers since they thought 
the law not strong enough to get 
conviction. So far the Legislature 
has failed to pass workable anti- 
smut laws, A local commun- 
ity could rid itself of obscene 
material in its book stores, news 
stands, motion picture houses and 
art galleries.’’ 

ARGUMENTS AGAINST 

“Opponents claim this mea- 
sure violates our concepts of 
due process and equality under 
the law, A given jury would set 
the community standard of what 
is obscene, It would apply the 
standard to the facts it finds, 
In all other cases, the judge lays 
down the law as the standard for 
the jury; and the jury appliesit.’’ 

Under the measure, we would 


‘ really have no standard. If one 


jury on one day in the same city 
applied one standard, and another 
jury on another day applied an- 
other—as the measure allows 
—the publisher or dealer could 
never tell whether his book was 
obscene or not, Surely, you have 
no equality either, if, on the 
same set of facts, one jury in 
one place could find a man guilty 
while another jury elsewhere 
could find him innocent,’’
